staxi to obtaining* the recognition of absolute property in 
■tom the subject of their transportation by mil nod express 
companies is worthy of special consideration. In the first 
instance there arc two obstacles to which sportsmen are 
Lublected in traveling one theexcessivecharges exacted by 
haai»«e masters oo a great majority of lines the other the 
free transportation granted by certain roads from a courte¬ 
ous desire to promote sport and its interests. Both of these 
ire equally bad. The first practically shuts the door upon 
Z sportsman of moderate means, who. bring in the East, 
desires to enjoy a Western sporting trip, since to do so he 
.oust pay as much or more, for the transportation of his 
dogs as himself, and few men cars. to leave their well-fa*, 
loved and tried companions behind them and take the held 
with dogs hired or bought for the occasion. Free transport 
ration which would seein to be specially desired for the ben¬ 
efit of sportsmen, is in reality an inequitable measure, tbut, 
under certain circumstances, may militate even more 
the interests of the favored class than the first men¬ 
tioned evil. Itl» “ well established rule of ail railroad com¬ 
panies to consider all passengersgrantud free transportation 
as traveling at tbeir own risk. The same principle will ap¬ 
ply to animal* upon which no charge is made, and when we 
consider the great liability to accident or loss in the case of 
dogs the saving of a few dollars in passage money is a poor 
offset for the lack of legal claims upon the road. Unques¬ 
tionably every ticket purchased is -of the nature of an 
implied contract that the road will transport the passenger 
safely to bis destination, and this entitles the passenger or 
Uis representatives U* recover damages in case of injury or 
death from any cause whiio in transit. So, too, if a per¬ 
son ships cattle or horses and they arc lost, burl or killed, 
be. can compel the company to pay for them. If a sports¬ 
man pay* fare on his dog, or even if he pays a baggage mas- 
ler’s charge, in cases where the road itself does not exact 
any tariff, this fact gives him a good claim uoon the com¬ 
pany, either through its own act, or the equally binding one 
of its employe; but in cases where a person avails himself 
of the generosity of a road to carry his dog free, we think 
he would very justly find great difficulty in getting any 
court to recognize any liability on the part'of the carriers. 

It must he evident that the only equitable and safe basis 
for bolh passenger and road is the establishment of a reason¬ 
able and regular tariff on all lines. Sportsmen have no more j 
right to carry their dogs free of cost than a farmer would | 
have to take a sheep or a hog on a trip, nor would the great | 
majority of sportsmen ask this if the question was fairly 
lulu before them. Certain roads have already established 
piles on dogs within the means of all, and we think that 
sportsmen cannot help feeling more at ease upon these lines 
lhun any oilier, since they know their dogs nre as much 
passengers as themselves, and that the roads are equally re¬ 
sponsible for one and the other. 

it st ems to us that this centennial year, especially adapted 
as it is for reforms, is a good opportunity for sportsmen 
through their State or other associations to petition the 
management of the lines in their respective States to follow 
the example of the few roads we have alluded to, and make 
u fair table of fares per mile with regular tickets for (logs, 
so that their costs can he counted in reckoning the expense 
of a trip, and greater security provided for than now exists. 

Another improvement which can be made at very flight 
co.i 1o the railrofids, will be the jlroviBion of certain safe 
places, where dogs can be kept while traveling. As now 
arranged. Jogs are fastened in the baggage car and general¬ 
ly lo a trunk, so ItSut they nre almost certain to Ire kilted if 
the baggage is thrown down hy any, even the most trivial 
of the accidents to which trains are liable. We have our¬ 
selves twice lost dogs, once by a broken rail throwing the 
car off the track, and once by running over a cow; in neither 
case was there any other damage done to the train or any of 
its occupants. On some of the European roads, permanent 
boxes are fitted into the comers of the ears, so arranged ns 
to be well ventilated, and properly lighted from the outside. 
These are large enough to accommodate three or four dogs 
comfortably and safely. A similar arrangement can be 
made in our cars, and the present danger entirely obviated. 
Such boxes will take up hut little room even when the ears 
arc crowded; and if properly constructed, mtggage can be 
packed upon them without injury or risk to the dogs with¬ 
in. The time ba.s come when dogs, each worth many hun¬ 
dred dollars, will be constantly carried from point lo point, 
and sonic provision is necessary for their safety, if bolh 
qmrtsmen and railroads are not to he subjected to heavy 
loss. The value of our best dogs, if paid by a company in 
case of loss, would be almost us much as the cost of putting 
in proper boxes in all the baggage cars of the lino. 

A great reform is not more necessary in railroads than in 
express transportation. According to present rates, the 
charges of express companies are e.xorithant in the extreme, 
being double that of ordinary freight per hundred; and this, 
too, on dogs securely boxed. A still worfre feature is, that 
many, if not alt companies, refuse to accept any liability 
for the dogs while in their possession, and write across the 
receipt given, “At owner's risk." Now, if this means any? 
thing, it is that the owner is froced lo agree to ship hisidog 
without having any remedy against the company, in case of 
loss through its negligence. In (fiber words, that the com¬ 
pany being a public currier, designed for the public benefit 
and supported hy the public patronage, presumes lo dictate 
to its patrons inequitable conditions ss the only rmtn upon 
which it will do their huslncss. If this does mean anything 
its presence upon its receipts should not be tolerated. We 
known it is held this clause has no force, aud that shippers 
have recovered damages in many cases; but this is not 
enough, a contract with an express or other company, 
should be explicit, leaving no question as to the liabilities 
assumed, and certainly not pretending to disvow them, 
We have heard agents admit that their companies were un¬ 
doubtedly responsible in spile of this statement. If this is 
so, there is no propriety in including such a clauses in the 
receipts, and the public should protest against it. 

Fine dogs are now kept in many parts of this country, 
and their produoe is sent to all States of the Union. Every 
year will see a great increase in the number of shipments, 
and hence, it is ail the more necessary to have express rates 
reduced to reasonable figures. If a man lives at apy 
great distance from the kennel, where he purchases, 
the shipping expenses of the dog will nearly equal his first 
cost. We have heard upon good authority, of a gentleman, 
who, living In Kansas, bought a native dog in New Eng¬ 
land, the price being sixty dollars, and tbs express charges 
slxW two dollars; thus making it a costly purchase, and all 
thiax^istanee the dog traveled upon guaranteed expenses, 


upon a receipt setting forth that ho was “At owner's risk.” 
We submit U> sportsmen, if this is not a matter wait deserv¬ 
ing of radical reform. If so, let them circulate proper peti¬ 
tions asking for a reduction of rates and a recognition of 
true liability; and If these petitions are denied, iet them 
seek proper legal redress, binding together to get decisions 
from competent tribunals prescribing and defining the lia¬ 
bilities of express companies.

To Tub Field:—I did not desire to arouse the virtuous 
ire of the "gentleman from Kentucky,” when I asked If he 
was not somewhat prejudiced against the Gordon setters r 
but it seems that the aforesaid gentleman's feelings are 
hurt, that is, judging from the tone of his reply. And then 
he contradicts himself in his last letter when be says, “I 
will admit when you got a good Gordon he is as good as any 
dog need be/’ I have no doubt but what Mr. IU has had a 
great deal more experience with the Gordon stock than your 
correspondent, as Ue says they are to a great extent gun- 
shv—that has been his experience, or part of it—and that 
"18 out of 15 were clumsily framed, lumbering in action, 
&c." My experience bus not extended through the breed¬ 
ing and training of 16 of these nobis animals; I have only- 
known one family of them. But I will say this: out of two 
(or three, I forget which) jitters bred by Capt. M. R. Flint, 
of this city, not one of them was either ill-iormcd or lum¬ 
bering in action, nor gun-shy, but were as beautiful in form 
and action as any dog it has over been my pleasure lo look 
at. 1 agree willi Mr. B. that the Gordons have a bad tem¬ 
per; that is, if a lot of country cur dogs jump on to them, 
then they have enough "spunk" to take their own part, if 
necessary; and if you wish to go away lo spend an evening, 
you need have no fears of “thieves breaking through to 
steal,” if you leave your trusty Gordon in charge of your 
house. But 1 rather like this trait in the Gordons, and if I 
am correctly informed, this is precisely the trait of charac¬ 
ter they were originally bred for, 

I recognize the fact that sportsmen have a variety of 
opinions of different breeds of dogs, and I think every man 
has a right to his own opinion. I have hunted over native 
dogs of various breeds, and good ones, but have never yet 
fouod one that was superior in nose, staying qualities or 
staunchness to the Gordons. At the time of our annual 
hunt one year ago last fall, when my dog "Fritz" was only 
a year old, I, in company with friends Morse and Barrick, 
went to Montgomery county, 85 miles distant, to hunt. 
My friends each had |>oinlers, said to be of fine blood, and 
I took my “green Gordon puppy." The roads on the way 
to our hunting grounds were frozen, and were very rough. 
I had heard it said that one day's hard work would tire a 
Gordon, and 1 thought this a good time to find out, and let 
my dog run all the way to our destination, hunted him all 
the next day, and allowed hinttto run all the way home 
through the mud, it having tha*#d out, the same night; and 
the day following, when he saw me cleaning my gun, was 
more eager than ever for a hunt, and did not show a parti¬ 
cle of fatigue. Tnis, too. after a tramp of 70 miles, beside 
12 hours' hard bunting inside of 88 hours, and he only one 
year old at the time. That performance, coupled with his 
good uose and p mnebness, satisfied me that the Gordou 
was hard to beat, and l still cling to my conclusions. 

I am sorry that Mr. B. has had Buch bad luck in his ex¬ 
perience with Gordon stock, and hope that the fact of his 
being so strongly in favor of the Irish dogs, which he bnede 
to tell, will not be considered by other sportsmen as evi¬ 
dence that be is prejudiced against them. 

In reply to Mr. B.'s question, if I think color is an indica¬ 
tion of temper of a dog? 1 unhesitatingly say I do. In tny 
experience I have never seen a light-colored pointer dr set¬ 
ter that had what you call a bad temper. An old English 
writer on this subject says: “A pointer or setter of the 
lemon or red (Irish?) color is generally of a giddy and im¬ 
patient nature. * * * And in the mixed colors, if the 
white prevails, it is an indication of good temper." Of 
course 1 do not hold this rule to he infallible, but I think it 
a safe one to judge hy. 

As to the “thunder tones" in which Mr. Burges speaks 
I of his own kennel, I can only say; 

" 'Tin with our judgment u our watch**; nous 

Are junt alike, yel each believed hi* own." 

Distemper In Dogs. 

To Tub Field:— Distemper in dogs is one and the same 
thing as influenza or pink eye, distemper in horses, com¬ 
monly called in this country epizootic. It affects the mu¬ 
cous membranes of the nose, head and throat, affd occasion¬ 
ally atlects the lungs, from whence comes the cough so 
prevalent in these diseases. The symptoms are running at 
the nose, weeping or a running discharge from the eyes, a 
cough and general weakness, and a shivering sensation, 
feeling the cold more than when in health. The treatment 
should l>« as follows: keep the bowels open with syrup of 
buckthorn and castor oil, equal parts, aDd give your dose 
according to the size of the dog, commencing oq small dogs 
with a leaspoonful, and increasing to two tablcspoonfuls, 
or by measure 1 oz. lo a large dog, say a Newfoundland or 
Mnsiifi; give occasional doses of common table sail, put a 
roll of stone sulphur in milk or drinking water, so that they 
may drink the liquid impregnated with the sulphur, acting 
os an alterative to the blood, and changing the character of 
the passages to a blackish cast. Keep the dog in a warm 
place, and if the cough be very hard and trying to the dog, 
give small doses of Dover's powders, commencing with a 
grain and increasing as higfi as S grains to a bad case in a 
large dog; but this dose should not be repeated oftener than 
once in 84 hours, or a smaller dose more frequent. The 
greatest part of the treatment ronsista in keeping the dog 
warm, nnd give him nourishing cooked food, but no raw 
meal shonliT be given at any time. Keep the bowels regu¬ 
lar, which is the standard remedy in all diseases in both 
man and beast. 1 have used the above in a great many 
cases, and have seldom found a cose I could not cure effect¬ 
ually. Try it, and you will be satisfied in every respect.

Wonderful Mechanical Genius. 

M. Maillardet, a celebrated Swiss mechanician in the be¬ 
ginning of this century, produced a number of automata, 
of which the most remarkable was a lady who executed 
eighteen airs on the pianoforte, and actually pressed the 
fingers on (he keys, th» fiats and sharps being produced by 
means of pedals, as in an organ. In fact, fie instrument, 
though called a pianoforte, was a kind of organ blown with 
bellows. The figure i9 said to have played in a manner so 
similar to a living performer that at a distance the differ¬ 
ence could scarcely be perceived. Maillardet also invented 
a drawing and writing boy. Most writing and drawing an¬ 
droids are worked by machinery, which passes through the 
floor to an adjoining room, where an assistant directs the 
figure by means of a pantograph, a scientific instrument one 
arm of which being moved causes the other arm to trace the 
movement in fac-sTmile. Thy cleverest of these was a writ¬ 
ing-hand, exhibited in Londonp*which was apparently iso¬ 
lated on a plate of glass, And consequently it appeared ini 

P ible for the movements to be obtained in the manner 
described. There was in reality a double sheet of 
glass, the lower one through which the motion was commu¬ 
nicated, being movable; but both sheets of glass being 
transparent, the motion of the lower plate was not percept¬ 
ible. Maillardot’s writing-boy was not dependent on such 
assistance, but really moved by the action of springs work¬ 
ing on combinations' of various levers, which traversed the 
circumference of metal plates, the edges of which were cut 
in different shapes, so as to produce a corresponding out¬ 
line; and to make the up-and-down Btrokes thinner and 
thicker us required, in imitation of actual writing and draw¬ 
ing. The same artist also invented n magician that answered 
questions. The figure was sealed, and held a wand in one 
hand, a book in the other. Twenty oval brass medallions 
on which questions were inscribed were handed to the audi* 
cnee, who chose one at random. The chosen medallion 
was put into a drawer which shut with a spring. The figure 
then, after spending some time in apparent study, rose, 
waved fee wand, and struck the wall above its head, when 
two foiling doom flew opeq^and displayed the answer. 
►The doors then shut, and the figure reseated itself. The 
modus pperandi was simple. The medallions had holes, 
which did not precisely correspond, and these were brought 
into contact with needles, so ns to produce a different re¬ 
sult with each medallion. Maillardet also constructed an 
automaton tumbler, only n few inches high, and inclosed in 
a glass case. When at rest the tumbler sat on a slender 
steel rod, which it grasped with both hands. When in ac¬ 
tion it descended and hung by Us hands, them tumbled and 
adopted a variety of attitudes, and finally seated itself again 
on the rod, and bowed to the audience. The principle on 
which figures of rope-dancers and tumblers are made to im¬ 
itate human action is, that the rod they grasp is a tube, 
Ihrongh which levers are brought to bear on the figures. 
Though simple enough iD the statement, their construction 
is very complicated, numerous small details which require 
great artistic skill having to be perfected. In addition to 
the above, Maillardet made a humming-bird, a steel spider 
that ran for three minutes, a caterpillar, a lizzard, a mouse, 
and a serpent which crawled about in every direction, 
opened its mouth, hissed, and darted out its tongue, re¬ 
maining In action for seven minutes.— Chamber V Journal.

While it it true thst hot water is a great thing to remove soreness 
II is very much like a man drinking six or a dozen glasses of 
whisky, so as to elevate himself and feel good. But In e few 
houra afterward, he fcela ae much worse to make up for It. Bo it 
is in using hot water; In a few days afterward, the foot becomes 
very dry ami hard; but, by nstng cold water this le not the case. 
Of late yeere, I hare no trouble with my borsee' feet getting dry, 
herd and feverish, which I claim It owing to the free nee or oolii 
water, very little hot water and no stufflng. 

Now, that the horse hat been walked fifteen daye, I would still 
continue to give him from four to six miles everyday when It ia

This being the Ant work that haa given hia lunga any ehanoe 
to expand, we should watch him very closely to eeo what affect 
U haa on him and how much distressed he Is, and after he Is 
cooled out, notice if he takes hold of hie feed as usual. Almost 
every rubber and trainer have a method of their own In doing 
their horae np after bis work. Some will take him to his eiall, 
close up the doors and everything aa tight aa they oaa get It, pile 
on ihe blankets (some using plenty of not water), all hands get a 
rubber each, kcip thalr doors closed, go to work and rub him per¬ 
fectly dry. Perhaps they will or will not walk him a little. 
Tbla method ie practiced by the moat Ignorant of trainers which 
Ihe eountry le full of, these being the ones that are afraid a breath 
of fresh air will ruin thalr hones while ooollngoot. While there 
le another class that are aa bad If not worae; they pay ao 
attention to how much cold wind strikes their horses In cooling 
him out; pay no attention to the weather (If It le not raining) 
when they are working their bone, and will make him red bet, 
on e nw, damp day.

(Many old fogies think It lea cruel thing to have a horse 
clipped; but any sensible man should admit, that any horse that 
it going to be driven often and fast, should be clipped; while no 
man, but e fool, will clip a horse to eland in the stable.) Ahould 
you get your horse clipped, do not smother him with too much 
clothing, but use a cotton sheet next to the skin, and only one 
good, large blanket, that will rap well eround hie belly over U. 1 
And by nelng cotton next to the horse he Is much warmer; besides 
Woolen instates the skin when clipped, and keep# the horae feel¬ 
ing miserable; thle Irrelatlon sometimes causes the new hair to be 
coarse and not lay smooth and nice. 

Tba horae having been Jogged slow for fifteen days and It if 
Ihe let of March, nls ahoea will no donbt need removing, al¬ 
though I And much difference In horeea In that respect. Borne 
horses are very easy on shoes, while others will wear and tear 
them oA In no time, even where they are worked but little. Borne 
horeea' feot grow very fast and require tbe ahoea to be removed 
on that account. But in most cases they ahould be removed in 
from threo to five weeks, and now that you are going to remove 
hia shoes for the Brat time, and tit la about the Arst of March, 
there will be but little or no Ice going, therefore we can dia¬ 
pause with aalks forward. 

1 prefer shoeing very light for all slow work-and in fact I be¬ 
lieve eight out Of ten trotting horses are shod loo heavy. I be- 
lieve that almost every square-going horse would trot hia racea 
out much better with a ten or twelve ounce shoe on forward, ar 
even lighter, than he will with what la commonly need, a four¬ 
teen to eighteen ounoe shoe, that 1 * when be becomes accustomed 
to them-for some time. Should we use a light ehoe, it ahould be 
made of tbe beet of steel, at It la much differ aad don't wear off 
ao fell. 1 have used of late shoes made of a patent iron (I am 
quite sure it Is said to be patented.) The Iron cornea already 
creased and a ridge raised In the center which answers the double 
purpose of preventing the horse from slipping and also of taking 
the Jar uff tj e considerable extent when trotting that over a hard 
track, as this raised ridge goes all tbe way round the shoe, and 
must relieve the blow somewhat more than to strike on the Aat 
surface ef a shoe, aay an Inch wide. I use it for both hind and 
front ehoe* aa It la made all sixes of both iron and atari. I use 
ike steel when 1 want a light shoe. Now, that our horae Is shod 
10 our liking, 1 would work him In this way. Increase tbe distance 
one-third and allow him to Jog the last two-thirds of U. I would 
also Increase hie grain to three quarts In Ike morning and three 
quarta at noon, the same mash at night. Don't be alarmed if your 
horse le a little soft eo long ae he don't scour too much. Should he 
get too soft i would put but little or 00 water on hie math or 
sight feed. Although wo are using six quarts of oats and a mash 
as goods* two quarts more, which la eight quarta a day, In moat 
cases It la too much, and If yoa And yonr boras Increasing In Aeeh, 
reduoe your feed, ae It le not beet to Increase the work while the 
weather It eo unsettled ae It is likely to bo in Merck. Continue 
this walking and Jogging through March, watching vary carefully 
that your horae le not laying on or Increasing In Aeeh, ae this u 
where most trainer* fail. While you do not want 10 let your horse 
get poor or thin, you only want to keep Aeeh enough on to giro

Mr. D. J. Robinson Explain*. 

Editobs Tuna, Fisld ahd Faeu :—Tour paragraph referring to my 
absence from the recent Convention of the National Association, held 
In your city, end the statement therein made that It wee e subject of 
comment by various delegatee, places me In e position where It seems 
to be proper that 1 should rise and explain. 

Tbe policy of tbe gentlemen who have controlled tbe association since 
Its organization, ana who, It eeame, will. If possible, occupy thle rela¬ 
tion 10 tba association ae long as lie existence continues, baa been folly 
foreshadowed. This policy Indicated very plainly that neither Messrs 
Veil nor Woolley would be shelved at this Convention; no matter how 
objectionable their records to the greet majority of tnrf men west of 
Ohio aad Ontario, The Chicago Convention avoided anything like 
severity of criticism of these gentlemen by adopting a Judiciary plan 
for the settlement of Western controversies by which we would not be 
compelled In the fetus to hive anything 10 do with them. At the 
time of the Chicago Conveatlon I waa of the very decided opiate that 
they would not slop down aad onhezeept by expulsion. * 

I waa also aware at thlstlme thAI the old tactics of ihe Board were 
being resorted to In securing a neb a cumber of proxies ss would fas lire 
their control of the Conreuloo. Bolertalolng the belief, therefore, 
that tbe Convention In all Important respects would be e mere formal 1 
ty, I decided, at the lest moment, to be a hundred dollars better off 
financially, than otherwise, by my attendance The West haa taken 
bnt very tittle Interest In the proceedings of this Convention. The 
opinion has prevailed that ll would not respect ou petition made at 
Chicago, and that If we should attend In fan strength, the pecking pro¬ 
cess of the Board would leave the Influential Western tnrfmen In e very 
decided minority. - Under each clrcumatanoee It seems to me that ft 
waa some w bet discouraging to send person el delegatee. Tbe answer 
that they were represented by proxy will not do. It Is well understood 
that Influences may be brought to bear through friendship, favor end 
otherwise, thst makes It e very easy matter to obtain the proxies of such 
associations ss do not axpset to Incur ihe expenses of sending persons! 
representatives. To me, therefore, It dose not seem that my absence 
should have “excited no Uttle remark.''

To Tbi Fibld The navicular hone, as Its name Implies, In shape I* 
that of a boat; it articulate* wtlh tbe pedal and coronary bone*, and 
flexor perforen* tendon; It le quite smell, bnt Is Imposed with dntlee of 
mnch Importance. lie surface, or part brought In contact with the ten- 
don, la the seel of navtcoler lameness. This lameness, 11 le said by 
some peraona, le my ‘'hobby," aod that every lame hone brought to me 
le pronounced the victim or navicular Joint fismenee*. It le very true 
that I do pronounce the greatest pert or lame hopes the eobject of this 
lemeneee. I have a right to do so. because there ere more cease of sub¬ 
acute lameness in tbe horse's fore feet from Irritation in this Joint than 
from all other caosee, and no hlppopatbologtst will deny the announce¬ 
ment. The crltlclam of the empiric hone doctors, who era endowed 
with more corpulence, comparatively, than brains, may not ba won¬ 
dered at when they are profculng to core lemeneee by Inserting rowels 
nnder the skin of horses' shoulders, and telling the owner that the ani¬ 
mal's shout let* are all dried np. Any man who may be guilty of such

hone under any circumstance. And tne criticisms of the dealers In 
plug.horses, who never have any other then stiff, greegy, tame, blind 
or diseased horse* may not appear surprising, ae hie living depend* up¬ 
on the disposal of each animals In the very wont condition, end a blow 
to any professional, who would dare to disagree with them, would he 
given at any time. 

The navicular boss lies deeply Imbeded In the foot, and erary time 
the foot le moved ll* srilcnlaliog surface* *r* changed or brought In 
contact with the corresponding surfaces of the pedal or coronary hones, 
or the flexor perforens tendon. Tbe pert of the hone most susceptible 
to diseased action, le tbit Immediately under tbe tendon, which may be 
easily accounted for from the feci that Its position le such that It ele¬ 
vate* tbe tendon, and every lime Ihe tendon Is stretched Its bearing 
upon the nevlculer hone Is many time* greater than at eny other point 

A hone may ha driven on tbe road end In one step eo place his foot 
opon the ground end stretch the tendon over the hone so tightly that 
tbe bone becomes so braised that diseased action follows, 

A horse may be placed ou e stable floor, which l* elevated at the man - 
ger and Inclines backward, the toe le raised end the heel lowered loth* 
extent that the tendon le drawn and kept ell Ihe time pressing upon the 
the navicular bone, Irritation le the result, and the horse le made stiff or 
lame. 

A horse le upoo a drive, perhaps after having repose, and the drive 
not appear unusually hard, out the condition of the horse be each, for 
wantof perperatory exercise, that Its Joint* are easily Irritated, and It 
made • lame hone in thle wny. It seems that the navtcnlar Joint le 
really made the seat of almoet all chronic lemeneee In ths borse'e for 
ward feet, end In this Inflnlte wisdom le displayed In the operation of 
disease. Were there no organ or tlssne to receive Impression# from 
slight sprains, bruise* snd concussions, ee Ihey daily occor, Ihe result 
would be we would see borers lying upon the roads end street! every 
day with fractured bones, broken legs and ruptured tendon*. 

Ae It le, tbe animals are only made to receive a painful Impreealon, to 
Impart to them that a part of their etructore Is Injured end nnAt for nee. 

It le admitted by the beat pathologists that the navlcolar bone Itself 
1* the seat of Inflammation from the very commencement of lameness, 
end that the Irritation extendi from It to the articular cartilage and per 
forane tendon; ee to the incipient stage I am not prepared to explain 
the pathological condition, from Ihe fact that 1 have never bad an op- 

K rtunlly to examine a subject, but in the chronic cases the navicular 
ue le found in e stele of caries, diminished In else, it* ligaments In e 
•tats of oeslttcailou, aud it ie often fonod united to the tendon. 

The ilructnre of a horse's foot, effected for eny greet period with ne 
vlcnlar disease, will have assumed • general change, bealdee these at- 
ready mentioned. The pedal bone is round greatly diminished In elae, 
so mnch eo that the heel of the hoof will be curved In, especially the In¬ 
side quarter. Case* of thle kind ere called “ contraction,'' snd ere sup¬ 
posed lobe the cause of lameness until tne most potent remedies have 
been tried end failed to effect t cure. 

The animal le finally examined for "come." and they are found to ex¬ 
ist, aa • matter of coarse; It cannot otherwise be, having the quarter* 
encircled by • heavy, dry, Insensible bora covering like the hoof. 
That the sensitive paste could adept themselves to ench changes In 
form and structure without being Injured certainly coold not be ex 
peeled, aad they do not, ee congested blood I* found under Ihe sole of 
the foot, which le the reenlt of preaenre upon Ihe lamina from contrac¬ 
tion, end It Is termed "corn." 

For thee* end other effecM of navicular disease. I think I have a right 
to call most of lameness by that name, and I will further say that It 
canaes more lameness In the bane than all other affections put to¬ 
gether.

The hone rwntmee hi* work, but sooner or later 
the lameness relapse* In the samp foot; another rest la allowed nntll 
well, but re lapse after relapse follows, nntll the fellow foot contracts 
the ateeeee, and when It does the foundation la laid for a stiff horn; a 
sad termination, which by the most Judicious treatment can bnt be de¬ 
ferred for e longer or shorter period, rarely or never averted. Thle con¬ 
dition of the horse le commonly called "sweeny," “chest founder” or

This week we publish the By-Laws and Rales of the Na¬ 
tional trotting Association as amended at the congress held 
in New York on the 9th iust. The only important changes 
made to the By-Laws were in enlarging the Board of Ap¬ 
peals and making the two vice presidents ex-offlcio mem¬ 
bers. This will make the number of the Board nineteen, 
including the president, by far too large, unless by this the 
intention is to draw deeper into the pockets of associate 
members. 

Among the amendments to the Rules it will noticed that 
Rule 3 has been changed so as to make it discretionary with 
associations whether they receive or reject an entry unac¬ 
companied by the money. Tne time tixed for closing en¬ 
tries is 11 o’clock p. m. of the day preceding the ruce. 
As Rule 3 is amended it requires suspension for non-pay¬ 
ment of entrance fee to be made within a week from the 
meeting, no suspension being allowed for failure to pay en¬ 
trance fee contracted in a class wherein the horse was per¬ 
mitted to start. Rule 6 has been amended so as to make 
of a horse’s name cost $60 in- 
This is a good thing, as the owner 
apt to retain a name once given to 
thus preventing much unnecessary 
keeping the run of his history.

It was no p&rlioular 
wonder that Golden-Gate, Chance and Revenue, Jr., were 
distanced; but It certainty is hard to account for any reason 
why Hock-hocking and Katie Pease were shut out. The 
time of the first heat was good, but yet not so good that it 
was of s necessity thst such a couple as we last mentioned 
should be unable to approach it. Surely both Hock-hocking 
and Katie Pease must have been tried able to go the course 
in at least 7.S0 the first timo of asking. If such was nofclhe 
case, we cannot understand how men like Mr. A. Gage and 
Mr. Simpson could have sunk $8,000 as an entry fee. If 
such was the case, however, we cannot sec how they got 
shut out of a heat in 7.38$. 

There seems to be something requiring explanation. The 
spectators evidently, some of whom doubtlessly had backed 
Hock-hocking, Katie Pease, or the field , did not at all 
concur with the Judge's opinion as far as Hock-hocking was 
concerned. By the acuounts we have bad at hsnd, Hock¬ 
ing was going well within himself and allowing the two 
leaders to cut each the others' throat with a confidence that 
he would make it hot for them in the second heat. By dis¬ 
tancing him, however, the management saved the third 
prize. But there ore some things that no man can under¬ 
stand, and among these are the mysteries of $30,000 purses. 

In thus speaking of the race, we do not wish to cast any 
discredit upon the fine performance of Foster, as the lime 
of the first heat was good enough to please any glutton, and 
and especially creditable to a horse who has been on stud 
duty. It speaks wonderfully well for the bone and blood of 
our horszs that such a feat could be accomplished, and 
we feel sure that our system of repeating, and of long races 
at weight for age, is better calculated to make our breeders 
raise sound, hardy, staying stock, than is the handicap prin¬ 
ciple of our English cousins. By their system, a premium 
is well nigh put upon the peacocky, trashy style of nag, 
which is let in light till he succeeds in winning, not only 
some rich prize, but a heavy slake in bets for his owner. 
A good horse is at a discount in the old country, for they 
clap a heavy weight upon him and very seldom give him a 
chance. Here, hewever, a good horse goes on winning till 
he meets a better. By this means breeders for their own 
sakes sre compelled to breed good horses only; our race 
tracks are not cumbered with flashy non-stayers; but the 
select few that start for any valuable plate, purse or stake 
good cattle, capable of producing their like. Long may

Rules, for we think they need it hadly. As they now stanC 
there is altogether too much verbiage, and many of them al* 
bunglingly worded, thus rendering their phraseology not only 
ambiguous, but almost meaningless. 

At Last, 

The very much tulked-of $30,000 race is now a thing of 
the past, and our readors will see by what circumstances It 
was so passed into the future, from the notice of it in our 
turf columns. What we now have to do is to make a few 
comments on the business as a whole. In the beginning, 
when postponement after postponement was anneunced, it 
K.pun to dawn upon us that thfte was a something not 
quite the order of roses about it, and in this opinion we 
were confirmed when it was put off lint die. The Golden 
West was aroused from its happy reverie concerning de¬ 
luded owners and well-filled hotels to hear the sharp twang 
of the "winged words" as they issued from the eastern press. 
The Californian turfites did not relish the fact that they 
were seen and known to be abettors of a swindle. Thus 
roused they set about bringing the long-deferred matter to a 
head. But in the interval, between the originally appointed 
day and tho day of the race, climate and other impalpable 
deleterious influences had been working upon the constitu¬ 
tion of the horses and upon the minds of tho owners there¬ 
of. Wlldidlc, tho original favorite, was not entered for the 
second race on the plea that ho had broken down; Spring¬ 
bok was not entered, for reaaons best known to bis owner; 
and their places were filled up by other* to make the show 
of a* entry. Of those entered. Grinslead was drawn at a 
lot* hour, so that Katie Pease and Rutherfurd alone of the 
restof the field, seemed to have any chance at all of win¬ 
ning the first prize. The kntadbg ones West pK taped for 
Rutherford, as did those of tMmist, till the day previous 
to the race, when Katie Peace received the first call. But 


hundreds of sporting clubs in existence, gotten up nom¬ 
inally to see to the enforcement of laws, and to assist in 
protecting game, but we cau safely say that not one-foruth 
of the organizations so existing live up to their laws. We 
know from good authority, that members in comparatively 
good Btandlng in their sporting clubR and in the community, 
in which they reside—men who talk loud and long on the 
evil effect that pot-hunting and Indiscriminate shooting has 
upon our game—do deliberately and openly go out with gun 
on shoulder or rod in hand, often weeks before the seuBon 
opens, and slaughter game and hook fish, knowing in their 
heart that they are as guilty as any other criminal, be he 
robber or murderer. 

The laws that are Inexistence, or at least the greater ma¬ 
jority of them, specify between what dates It Is legal and 
right to shoot winged fowl or four footed beast, and at what 
season a man can angle for trout, salmon or perch; yet 
these nominal supporters of game laws are virtually poach¬ 
ers, and lay themselves open to be prosecuted to tho full ex¬ 
tent of the law, merely for the purpose of having a game 
dinner a few days or weeks before their fellows. It is the 
duty of every sporting club to incontinently root these 
men out from their midst, and bring them to summary 
Justice. No feeling of friendship should be allowed to In¬ 
tervene to prevent such action being taken, and no man Is 
a true man and an earnest sportsman who will not do all 
In his power to enforce the laws. They protect -themselves 
as well ss the game, for, for every bird shot ofit of season, 
for every fish caught, for every deer killed, so mnch to taken 
away from the propstgation of more game. 

Game should be protected as we protect our private prop¬ 
erty. In England poaching is pnnished by penal servitude, 
and there are many men now serving Out n protracted sen - 
letter in aom* of England's penal colonies, who were sen¬ 
tenced far snaring a bars, or booking a fish. Although we 


eannot heartily advocate the old feudal ideas and laws gmot- 
ing from the crown preserve rights to property owners, y« 
we strongly urge a movement toward framing of more per 
feet laws, embodying more stringent fines and penalties; nod 
that sporting clubs formed and to be formed should work 
for the support and malntainance of these laws. 

Let all sportsmen heartily Join In such a movement, ami 
our game will increase an hundred-fold. 


Playing Rui**. 

The alterations made in the rules governing the play „f 
the League are not very numerous; but In one particular, 
are much for tho good of the game. Last year, as we havr 
previously noticed, many a good base hit was rendered of 
no avail by the base runner running on a slowly called foul 
A player running on a foul taken on the fiy, Is liable to the 
same penalties as one running on a fair fly. But on the 
other bond, a player standing on his base when the ball ii 
caught, or touching his bag after the fly to taken, can run 
for his bases, just as if that foul were a fair fly. Again, if 
the hit be a ground foul, the player who has started to run, 
can regain his base without anydangcr of beiftg put out. 
This, of course, does away with any chance of the umpin 
being partial in calling fouls, for it will matter nothin; 
whether he calls a foul early or late. We would have had 
tho foul questions put more definitely at rest, but accept 
this as tho very best half measure that could be adopted. 
The next rule is that touching the batsman’s position and 
striking. The former has been more closely defended, and 
any departure from it renders bim liable to be put out on 
an appeal to the umpire. But as a compensation, and to 
check the eccentricities of the pitcher, the striker is given 
an extra strike; on the third good ball not hit, the umpire 
will caution the batsman that he has but one more chance, 
and on the fourth he must do or die. This, too, is a half 
measure and does not yet bring the striker and pitcher on 
even terms; as they now stand at 6 to 4 odds in favor of the 
pitcher; whereas, last year, it was a case of 2 to 1 on that 
player against the bat. The last feature in the regulation 
of the play is, that the ball shall be of a more uniform tie 
scription than last year. No ball shall contain more than 
one ounce of rubber, but the ball may be all yarn. Theef 
fort was made to establish the all-yarn bail os the only-hall 
to be used by the League; but this failed and the following 
compromise was come to: The home club should have the 
option of using either the all-yarn, or the rubber-core ball, 
as they felt inclined, and any change in the ball during the 
game was to be made in accordance with the original ball 
^elected. This will give us a greater regularity in the gen¬ 
eral play, and we shall not be bothered toaccoufit for a 2—0 
to-day, and a 15—lfe the day foiloVirlfc; but will' know thst 
the men are off on the second day. Taking it all in all, the 
League has done a pretty good job and deserve well of their 
country. We, ourselves, will not now feel that a journey to 
the ball ground is flat, stale and unrefresbing; but will go 
there In the firm conviction of seeing each game played fair- 
1 ly and on its merit s.

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A» we go to preas, no decision has bean reached a* to the 
flail procedure regarding the (lake* on the match between 
Burleigh and Shaw, which took place In tbta city, on Satur¬ 
day, February 18th. There seems to be a itrange inde¬ 
cision on the part of the referee and stakeholder which sa- 
vors somewhat of a lack of courage. There la no doubt 
but that Bhaw won tho match, and the money should be 
paid over to him or his backer, and then let Burleigh sue 
for It. That this game oould hare been played with i 
greater exhibition of skill on the part of both the contest 
ants there is-no question. Both are noted as haring strong 
nerves, and as being stayers on a close match. That 
neither played as well as he could there is not the least 
shadow of doubt, but that the game was thrown Is a matter 
of considerable doubt, and Is also a question that it would 
be very hard to decide. While we witnessed the game, we 
must confess that it gave every evidence of perfect fair 
ness, although played In a weak manner, but very few dis¬ 
interested parties could honestly say that they saw one un¬ 
fair action on the part of either Burleigh or Bhaw. 

A rumor was raised after the match tba{ Burleigh had sold 
out, and that Bhaw was party to the matter. While it Is 
the more popular opinion that such Is not the case, we re¬ 
serve the expression of our opinion until the matter shall 
have been acted upon by the National Billiard Congress, 
which will probably be the fact before long, and if it can 
be proved that the game was thrown, both Burleigh and 
Bhaw should be barred from all future championship 
matches. For the sake of common decency let the matter 
be settled up as soon as possible. 


Skaters. —The long-distance skating match announced 
last week, is still going on in this city. Owing to the rep¬ 
utation of Millard, and the known strength of limb of En¬ 
nis, there were none others but these two to face the start¬ 
er. This, however, is not the only reason at making it un¬ 
satisfactory, for the ice, in the early part of the week, was 
of the most miserable description. On Monday the skaters 
traveled SO miles in the early morning, but as the sun rose 
the thaw set in and they had to desist. On some people 
putting in an appearance, however, six miles were traveled 
through slush ankle deep; the skaters then had to desist. At 
8J0 on Tuesday they began work again, and Millard ac¬ 
complished SO miles right off the reel in 5.14.30. By 11:50 
that night each' had made 158 miles; then a halt was called, 
for the ice had to be flooded. On Wednesday they skated 
on, and on quitting Ennis had covered 832 miles, and Mil¬ 
lard 843. On Thursday morning they began early, and by 
8 JO Ennis had reduced Millard's lead te 44 miles only. 
This distance, however, Millard held, and at 7 r. x. Millard 
hadiccompllshad 300 miles *nd pinis 805. Qne pcjbit we 
cannot help noticing was tire utter lack of enterprise in the 
proprietors of the rink, who have done no advertising in the 
daily press whatever. They cannot expect people to know 
that such a feat is being undertaken in their establishment 
unless the fact is presented to them through their eyes in 
the usual way. It Is no mean feat that Millard and Ennis 
are trying to accomplish, and many would be attracted by 
it if they only knew that it was being attempted. 


It is a matter of congratulation to all sportsmen that 
Congress has been finally prevailed upon to pass a law- 
even as weak a one as it is—to prevent the unnecessary 
slaughter of the buffalo. The law reads that "any white 
man, etc.," meaning thereby, not to prevent the slaughter 
of this noble animal by the Indians for food, but to prevent 
the scores and hundreds of foreigners, and also multitudes 
of our own countrymen from ruthlessly destroying immense 
numbers of this game, for the mere purpose of affording 
themselves a brief season of amusement. There have 
been hundreds and thousands of buffalo killed by men who 
had no other object In view, but to use the result of their 
prowess as a matter of boast, and they have destroyed these 
animals, making no use of the carcasses themselves, not 
even taking the hides, or even a portion of the choice hump. 
This bill Is Introduced to stop that, but there is no doubt 
but that great numbers will still be slaughtered in districts 
that cannot be covered by the most vigilant watchers, 
but at the same time every sportsman should make it his 
duty, more especially our sporting friends on the frontier, 
to push every case that comas under ihstr eyes, to the ex¬ 
treme limit of the law, and ws hope they will do It without 
fear or favor.

Gold Fishes From Japan. 

Mr. Oillet Gill, of the firm of Martin, Glllet & Co., teu im- 

S ortere, on Exchange Place, has brought to Baltimore, from 
•pan, some rare specimens of fish. Mr. Gill, who has been 
to Japan five times, returned a few days since with seven¬ 
teen out of seventy-seven fish with which he left Japan. 
They were brought to Ban Francisco by steamship, and 
from there to Baltimore by railroad, the latter being the fatal 
part of the Journey to the fish. On the steamship they were 
kept in s tank, but in the transportation by railroad a tin 
can was used, with perforated top, tbe can being suspend¬ 
ed by India rubber, and the fish protected by sponges inside. 
Mr. Gill had fears the attempt would prove entirely unsuc¬ 
cessful, and at one time fishes were restored to vitality by 
riving them a liberal supply of Rocky Mountain snow. As 
it was, the havoc among them was considerable, a number 
died, and twenty small ones were eaten up by their big 
brothers and sisters. 

The survivors are all in vigorous health, and are fed on 
a diet of chopped liver. They are of a deep vermilion 
color, with brilliant hue, alongside of which the gold fish 
of America look pale. Several of the Japs are beautifully 
parti-colore d g old and silver, a pair of these being also rare 
in Japan. They have large silver, fan-shaped tails, and 
have been named "Mr. and Mrs. He-No.” Mr. Gill thinks 
these are the first Japanese gold fish brought directly to 
this country, and the Japanese commissioners at the cen¬ 
tennial have made application for them as part of their ex¬ 
hibition at Philadelphia. lie, however, intends riving them 
to the park commissioners, to be placed In Druid Hill park 
for culture. The Japanese, who pay much attention to fish 
raising have artificial lakes in their gardens, tastefully or¬ 
namented, in which the gold fish are kept, and are treated 
as pets by the fam ily,

fact that the article is not only so almost universally used, but 
has been so extensively advertised, more especially of late, 
from the time of the first exposure of the crooked ways of 
the whisky men, nor is there any point to the fact of a man 
designating himself us a “P. I. G.—perfectly independent 
gentleman?’ or as an “B. O. T.—son of temperance." Of 
course these little matters bring down the house, from the 
fact that tbe audience is there to enjoy itself, and does not 
|ook below the surface of anything that will excite its ris- 
ibles, and make it think that it is getting its money back, 
but the after-thought upon the matter will show how ut¬ 
terly silly, absurd and pointless the whole thing is. The 
play of “Cot. Sellers" is but little better, having as its 
groundwork and plot that miserable vein of seduction, mis¬ 
ery and murder that seems to be the prevailing topic and 
basis of all modern society dramas. If that could be cut 
out, and tbe character of Col. Sellers left to stand on its 
own basis, tbe play would draw equally as well, and he 
more elevating to the general morals, at the same time re¬ 
taining all its fun and jocularity. As a character, Col. Sel¬ 
lers is of such as arc daily seen in Chicago, and 
we could name a score of men who are of bis same 
sanguine temperament, ever building on the sand, only lo 
see their structures topple over; yet, ever having fresh and 
equally exalted ideas of new prospects and schemes. 
While the character of Bardweil Slote is that of a corrup 
tionist and bribe-taker, one who, while elevating bis right 
hand to heaven and calling on all the powers therein to 
witness his honesty, is, in tbe meanwhile, grasping and pock- 
etiDg with his left, the bribes that are offered him, ana Bell¬ 
ing bis honor for a few paltry dollars; on tbe other band. 
Col. Sellers, while full of those schemes that may serve to 
make him rich, yet is honest in his dealings, and loses more 
by his openheartedness. and the desire that his friends 
should participate in his undertakings and be joint partners 
and sharers of the profits. This is merely a superficial criti¬ 
cism of the two characters. There are a hundred minor 
points that could well be touched upon, and with profit to tbe 
reader perhaps, but space compels us to present only these 
few facts. McVickers has been crowded during the past 
three weeks, and the eight has been refreshing, not only to 
Mr. McVigker, but also the habitues of this bouse, who 
usually enter to {find only a beggarly array of empty benches. 
On Monday, March 6tb, Mr. John Dillon, Chicago’s favor¬ 
ite comedian, will open here for one week, to be followed 
on March 13th, by Emma Waller, in the great character of 
Meg Merriles, in which she will be open for criticism in 
comparison with the late Miss Cushman.

With this we And no fault; It is one of these 
harmless excrescences which only dUligure that to which 
they are attached but do not damage one way or the other 
If the delegates considered it necessary to make the defini¬ 
tion long-winded enough to take your breath away they ary 
perfectly welcome to do so, so far as the outsiders arc con¬ 
cerned. But we And there has been some tinkering with 
the law in Us meaning, and we are now told by the Presi- 
dent of the judiciary committee that henceforth they will 
not include boat-building amongst the disqualifications 
What the object of this interpretation is wc are at a loss to 
determine even after running over in our mind the names of 
all the boathuilders in the country to seo who could hare 
been trying to get the original intent of the law changed for 
hit benefit. Is it, there fore, a magnanimous overture for 
the purpose of inducing, if possible. Tom Fearon, Tom 
Elliott, Young Sfmmonds, and others like them to forsake 
their lucrative business and enter upon the expensive ama- 
teur oarsman's sport? 

This is not the only foolish business done at this conveo 
lion; the next is a piece of absurdity unparalleled in the an 
nals of sjiorting legislation. Western oarsmen know what 
success has attended the efforts of Messrs. Curtis and Yales 
during the past two seasons at the open and local regattas. 
How to stop this kind of business, and limit their field of 
action has been puzzling the small modicum of brains pos¬ 
sessed by some of the Eastern Dogberrys. The fact of 
their local scullers being beaten by the Western men burned 
and rankled in the breasts of the unfortunate clubs whoze 
pet scullers bad so often suffered defeat. Their prowess 
assumed gigantic proportions, and something must be done 
to put a stop to Western ability and enterprise. After 
months of labor the mountain has at last effected a delivery. 
The committee of quack doctors hit upon the wonderful 
nostrum which was to do the trick. One erudite professor, 
after much learned study of the diagnosis, discovered thsl 
Messrs. Curtis and Yales belonged to quite a number of 
clubs to whioh they duly paid their dues.

In 8.00^, there being four others behind 
him; and at Crab Orchard. Ky., won mile heats, beating Ella Jackson 
and two others. In the fall of that year he was beaten at New Orleans 
by Monarchist, heats of two miles, out behind him were Sentinel and 
Fireball. A few days after he beat the stable companion of Monarch¬ 
ist, the race being four mile heats, the same style of contest as that of 
to-day. Sentinel and Sal Ina were hla competitors, the former 
being distanced the first heat, aud the latter the second- 
time.

The observations 
proved very interesting, and, l think, throw a good deal of 
fight od the question; you will, of course, attach only such 
weight to them as is due to a single scries of observations, 
as 1 have not had the opportunity of repeating them. 

“When I got home on the Wednesday l put a drop of milt 
on a slide, put a thin glass on, and examined with quarter- 
inch objective, and E eyepiece (this arrangement, however, 
after the first few observations, l changed for a sixteenth 
dimension lens and A eyepiece, with which I made all the 
remainder). 1 found the milt very thickly crowded with 
spermatozoa, hut could delect scarcely any motion, (in fact, 
it was some time before I saw any), nut occasionally, one 
of the germs (Y) moved very slightly. 1 could not be quite 
sure whether this was on account of their crowded state, or 
that they were in a stale of torpor. 1 came, however, at last, 
to the conclusion that the latter cause had a great deal to 
do with it, for, on adding a drop of water, they instantly 
became most active, moving rapidly aboui for a few sec¬ 
onds, and then settling down, aud moving more slowly, but 
with a most peculiar vibrating motion. After wau-hing 
them a few minutes it suddeuly struck me what a regular 
distance from each other they had assumed, and, on careful¬ 
ly looking over the held of view, 1 found this was the case, 
no two were touching one another, hut all, as they moved 
slowly about, kept constantly at as near the same distance 
as possible. A further dilution with water produced the 
the same result, the distances being enlarged, and it w as not 
until the water was applied to such a degree that it was im¬ 
possible to suppose they could (ill it, and yet preserve com¬ 
munication with one another, that the regularity of the pat¬ 
tern disappeared, and even then they kept far away from 
one another. As 1 have heard it stated that the milt only 
lives about three minutes after it gets into the water. It

caused by oue explosion which be witnessed must have 
killed, instantly, every fish within forty yards of the spot 
where the dynamite was exploded. 

Many of the leading citizens of your county were instru¬ 
mental rh securing the passage of the law prohibiting such 
outrages, and it is to be hoped that they will at once ferret 
out and bring before the proper court the parties who en¬ 
gaged in the business east of the line of Franklin County. 

The attention of the prosecuting attorney and of the next 
grand jury of Franklin County will be called to the matter, 
and it is earnestly urged that the same course be taken in 
every couuty in the stale where similar violations of law 
are committed. 

It is sad to think that our beautiful Bourbeuse has been 
stripped of its abundance of fish by a few Vandals, regard¬ 
less of the rights of the many who inhabit the country along 
its banks and who annually feasted upon its tinny beauties. 

Wc have understood that these same violators of the law 
have already planned an expedition to the Ouaconude, con¬ 
fident of returning with several wagon loads of tine tish, 
murdered in the same abominable manner, but It into bo 
hoped that the dwellers on that lovely stream—the best fish 
stream in Missouri—will be warned In time and be ready to 
have arrests made as soon ns they make their appearance, 
for the terrible work is very quickly dispatched. 

It will be of little benefit to tlie people up these rivers 
that a stop has been put to the placing of trammel nets aud 
seines across the mouth of the Merautec, and that the 
clauses of the law forhidding the maintaining of fish-traps 
and dams, which prevented the tish from running to the 
upper parts of the streams during their running seasons, 
have been enforced, if all that enter are to be destroyed by 
the “Dynamite fiends." We have learned that at least one 
of the parties received a severe injury—had bis hand shat¬ 
tered—by the premature discharge of the explosive. The 
fate of the wretch Thomasscn, who was blown up with his

TICK FtXST Tilt BE OK THE MERAMEC AND BOTHBErSE 
DANGER OK EXTERMINATION. 

A correspondent sends the following to the 9t. Louis 
Timet: 

The provisions of tbe law enacted in March, 1874, making 
It a felony punishable by imprisonment in the Penitentiary, 
to “catch, kill or destroy fish in any of the waters in this 
State, by tbe use of tishherry, cocculus-indicus or other poi¬ 
sonous drug or substance, or by the explosiop of nitro-gly- 
ecrine, dynamite or other explosive thing or substance,” 
have been openly and most shamefully violated In the 
eastern part of Franklin and the western part of Jefferson 
and St. Louis counties. 

These violators of the law selected for their nefariotfl 
work tbe deep pools in the Bourbeuse River, wherever fish 
could be found, for many miles above its mouth, as also 
similar pools in the Meramec, above and below the town of 
Franklin, knowing that nil the fish in the streams collect in 
these deep hole* in winter. 

The dynamite was purchased in your city by a merchant 
doing business ou the Atlantic and Pacific tWliroad, and 
was brought out on the Pacific Railroad by a passenger 
train (mother great outrage) and delivered to the parties 
spoken of with a full know ledge of the use intended to be 
* t at It.

Walking and Gravity. —A considerable part of the f,. 
ligue of walking, even on a level road, is due to the f acl 
that every step the body bos to he raised, and let d<ue n 
again gradually, (1. e., without shock,) the latter process 
being probably, with many of us, the more fatiguing of n, e 
two. Wore gravity much diminished, we should take f ur 
fewer steps per mile, and therefore escape a great part 0 f 
the fatigue of walking, for with no increased exertion m 
each step we should virtually become projectiles, spending 
the greater portion of our lime in describing low trajccloriii 
In the air. But the rate of motion of our legs would have 
to be greatly altered, as the lime-interval between succes¬ 
sive steps would be much increased. We should be able to 
jump much higher and much further than we now can 
though (as Sir J. Herschel bus well poiuted out) we slumlii 
suffer no greater shock on reaching the ground than wc non 
do. We should, however, have to guard carefully iigaiou 
giving ourselves any motion of rotation, since this might, 
from tbe long duration of a step, lead to our landing hood' 
foremost, unless indeed, we bail the power (which a well 
known physicist has shown to lx- pos.eswid by cats) of so 
altering our moment of inertia, ns to set matters right in 
tbe interval.

Thus, if there was no gravity at all we should have sedul¬ 
ously to avoid all pressure against the ground, as its inevit¬ 
able result would be to project us hopelessly into space unless 
we were moored or fastened in some way to the surface, 
But sucb speculations arc mere curiosities, as the most im¬ 
portant consideration resulting from a great diminution nf 
gravity would be so excessive a rarefaction of the atiuos- 
pbere as to present insuperable physiological barriers to the 
continuance of life.— Prof. Tail. '

An Amphibious People. — The writer of a paper '•alU-il 
“A Week Among the Maoris of Luke Taupo," says: “Ar¬ 
riving we were transfixed with astonishment and nmun- 
ment. The ground was as bard as stone, covered with s 
rock-like deposit of silicia. which formed a sort of plat 
form. As if scooped out of this were three almost circular 
basins, of twelve feel in diameter and almost immeasurably 
deep.

In this cauldron were 
forty-eight persons, ‘hitched’ on round the edges, shoulder 
to shoulder, aDd with beads just out of water, or sporting 
in the midst.

For the information of the'public l append the first sec¬ 
tion of the act of March 20 , 1874, referred to above: 

"Section 1. It shall not be lawful for any person to place 
in any river, crock, pond, lake, slough, bayou, or other 
waters of tbe state, any medicated drug, fish-berry, or coc- 
culus-indicus or other poisonous drug or suhslauce calcu¬ 
lated to poison, kill or injure any fish in any such waters; 
nor shall it be lawful for any person to place in any such 
waters any nitro-glycorine or other explosive thing or sub¬ 
stance, whereby any fish therein may be killed or injured; 
nor shall it be lawful for any person, bv means of such 
poisonous drug, thing or substance, to take, catch or kill 
any fish in any of the waters of the State." 

Any person who shall violate any of tbe provisions of 
tbis act shall be deemed guilty of a “felony," and on con¬ 
viction shall be confined in the Penitentiary not exceeding 
three years, FraKkmn.
